at 79 and in impaired health I try to respond to each day s mail as soon as it gets 
here to avpid accumulations • Do, without now having the time £o listen to or at this 
moment even to read the interview, I want to thank you for them before there is any 
possibility of your kind letter getting lost in one of the many stacks on my desk. 

I suggest tliat you build no hopes on either the disclosure of a large number of 
sealed files or what they may hold. The crime itself was never investigated so there is 
no smoking gun that remains hidden. 

Dtone has lied his head off about these allegedly sealed files to promote himself and 
his movie, to the end that whatx would have been disclosed eeasily, the records generated 
by the I1 ouoe assassins committee, which required only the passing of a simple resolution 
by the House itself, is not bogged down pe:-'haps terminally with Ms demand for the records 
of the executive agencies some of wMch ought not be released, and with the administrations 
refusal to consider disclosure of what is classified. The bill is already snagged and it 
requires no only the concurrence of both liou.es but Bush's signature, which is not likely.
